LOWER WAGES 
—:0:— 

C W Peterson of Calgary writes 
that the controlling factor in Can- 
ada’s business life is agriculture. 
More than half of our population 
is directly employed on the 
Accordingly to competent author 
ity, eighty-five per cent of the av- 
erage cost of all commodities and 
services represents wages for hu- 
nian labor, The largest factor in op 
erating costs, on the land or in the 
town, is therefore, the wage basis 
of industrial and transportation 
employees, 

When economic factors 
free play, the reward of one 
ot labor when measured in the 
products of another form of labor, 
vil bear an equitable relation | 
the amount of human effort invol 
ved in each production, The fund 
umental difficulty now is that th 
price of the farmer's product 
fixed under free competition, On 
he other hand the price ol 
the farmer has to buy is detern 
ed by the wages paid in its produc 
tion, and these wages are not fi 
in free compeptition, but are artil 
ically established. The farmer 
therefore, is the chief victim of : 
situation in which one class of | 
bor is subsidized by wages mah 
tained at an artificial level, 
another class has its wage deter 
mined by free competition. | sub 
mit that human society cannot be 
maintained permanently upon the 
basis of half competition and halt 
subsidy. 

Price Equilibrium 

It seems abundantly clear, that 
Canadian agriculture must be giv- 
en a much better deal in terms of 
purchasing power before we can 
lope to attain business normally, 
If the maintenance of a fair and 
just balance in respect to reward 
for labor on the part of all classes 
of the community, is to be regard 
ed as the fundamental and esse 
tial condition of national prosper 
ity and well being—and few will 
quarrel with that definition—Can 
ada is obviously not a free 
in her choice of where her domes: 
tic wages and prices should be 
pegged. With fifty per cent of an 
agricultural population depending 
on world prices for their products, 
the issue becomes not a domestic, 
but an international one, 

‘he agricultural situation should 
therefore, be the controlling factor 
in Canada to which all other bran- 
ches of activity must, at all times 
and under all conditions, be adjust- 
ed, if we are to attain the economic 
balance so essential to national 
prosperity. Nothing could be 
clearer than that, In the United 
States a high agricultural tariff 
and a slightly curtailed production 
will presently raise agriculture to 
complete parity with other classes, 
On this side of the line however, 
we face an entirely different pro- 
blem. We canot increase agricul- 
tural prices by the simple exped 
jent of protective tariffs, as long as 
agriculture is on an export basis 
And on that basis our agriculture 
obviously must remain for gener- 
ations to come,

The early sown 
wheat is heading out somewhat 
short in most places on account of 
the lack of moisture and high wind 
in the early part of the season, 
The later sown wheat, oats and bar 
ley are showing a fine stand in all 
districts where sufficient moisture 
has been received, The extreme 
southern part of the province and 
a considerable area through the 
south eastern section has not had 
sufficient rain and high winds are 
still prevalent doing much damage 
Pastures have generally improv: 
ed rapidly during the past two 
weeks in the area where percipit- 
ation has occured.

The challenge of peace brougit 
about by the medium of the league 
of Nations is a peculiar challenge 
to the British people at this junc 
ture in the twentieth century, for 
one hundred years ago although 
Great Britain was suffering the ter 
rible aftermath of the Napoleonic 
war passing through a period of 
strain and depression even more 
severe then that which we have 
been experiencing, despite these 
facts in the year 1888, eighteen 
years after the battle of Waterloo, 
England abolished slavery at a 
cost of twenty million pounds. If 
the efforts of the League of Nat- 
ions fail as far as the British speak 
ing people are concerned, it will be 
because the majority have not yet 


vi in their own minds to dis 
card r pre—war diplomacy 


with it’s reliance upon force, and 
because they have not taken time 
to indelibly imprint upon their 
memory the terrible toll which war 


tare has exacted, not only during 
the four years of the world war, 
but during the last one hunndred 
years, nor has this compressed 
world where the detonation of a 
bomb in any little stateis able to 
shatter the peace of the entire 
planet and let loose a war which 
will no longer be a battle between 
professional soldiers or even the 
male population of two or more 
countries, but will be a wholesale 
carnage by means of high explos- 
ives, disease germs, and gas deluge 
ing unprotected cities and homes 
of the beligerents, that one shudd- 
ters to give it more then a passing 
thought. Let us see the future ot 
the League of Nations against a 
lurid back ground of war; The 19th 
century was perhaps the most barb 
arous and bloody of wars. Just 
think of these dates:— 

“From 1789 to 1815, the Napol 
sonic Wars; in 1820 war in Greece 
Russia and I’rance intervened; 
1830, Russia tights to enslave Pol- 
land; 1848, the whole of Europe in 
a blaze of war; 1853 to 1856 Brit- 
ain, France and Turkey at war 
with Russia in the Crimea; 1857 
the Indian Mutiny; 1859 France at 
war with Austria; 1860 to 1870 
continual war in Italy; 1863 to 1866 
Civil War in America; 1864 Prus- 
bia and Denmark; 1866 Prussia 
and Austria; 1870 Prussia and 
France; 1877 Russia and Turkey; 
1879 Zulu War; 1881 British and 
Boers; 1882 to 1884 British war in 
Egypt; 1894 China and Japan; 
1898 British war in Egypt; 1899 to 
1902 British and Boers; 1904 Rus- 
tia and Japan; 1908 Italy and Tur- 
key; 1912, the first Balkan war; 
1913 the second Balkan war; 1914 
to 1918 the Great War,’ Such is 
the record of the nineteenth cent- 
ury. What is one to make of it? 
War every four years, What a 
mockery of the song of the 
Angels, “Peace on earth, good will 
toward men.” 

In case any of Our minds need 
refreshing as to the frightfulness 
of the world war which interrupt- 
ed the civilization of this much 
vaunted twentieth century, let me 
quote from the writings, not of a 
pacifist, but of a well known poli- 
tician and statesman whose book 
“The World Crisis’ is now a clas- 
sic— Mr Winston Churchill. 

“All the horrors of all the ages 
were brought together, and not 
only armies, but whole populations 
were thrust into the midst of them. 
Every outrage against humanity 
or international law was repaid by 
reprisals ,often on a greater scale 
and of longer duration. No trace 
or parley mitigated the strife of 
the armies. The wounded died be- 
tween the lines; the dead moulder- 
ed into the soil, Merchant ships 
and neutral ships and hospital 
ships were sunk on the seas, and 
all on board left to their fate or 
killed as they swam. Every effort 
Was made to starve whole popula- 
lions into submission without re- 
gard to age or sex. Cities and mon- 
uments were smashed by artillery; 
bombs from the air were cast 
down indiscriminately; poison gas 
in many forms stifled or scarred 
the soldiers; liquid fire was pro- 
jected upon their bodies; men fell 
from the air in flames or were 
Was over torture and cannibalism 
were the only two expedients that 
smothered, often slowly, in the 
dark recesses of the sea. When all 
the civilized scientific Christian 
slates had been able to deny 
themselves, and they were of 
doubtful utility:” 

That is the baakground against 
which the League of Nations 
stands. In “The Ordeal of This 
by Professor Gilbert 
Murray, one of the brilliant minds 
active in propagating the League 
of Nations, he states that before 
the war there were a number of 
agencies which militated for 
peace, but in spite of this one 
loophole was the secretive sus- 
picious diplomacy which could 
only engender war. “Governments” 
he said “find themselves at war, 
not because they like war, but be 
cause in spite of all experience 
and admonitions they go on doing 
the things which lead to war. 
They have had their lesson but 
not learnt it, They drift on behav- 
ing in the way in which they have 
always behaved.” (page 103)

The Leader of the Opposition, 
out of his long experience as a 
Prime Minister, presented to the 
government a constructive sugges:

suggestion made in Parliament, 
uone having come from the govern 
ment.
